Ed note: Carl and Cathy Gardenias were 
elected as SCDXC DXer of the year at 
Visalia this year. Harvey, W8DxX, inter- 
viewed them for the BULLetin. 


By the time Carl Gardenias, WU6D, had 
become president of the Southern California 
DX Club in 1990, he had easily qualified for 
the “DXer of the Year” award. But Carl did- 
n't wear his accomplishments like medals. “I 
think it puts newcomers off,” he said. He 
stopped plastering the count on his DXCC 
pin at 313. 


In 1991, Carl retired from a productive and 
busy 24 year career in the Air Force.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA DX CLUB BULLETIN

In March Milt told us about V. H. Ham 
who decided to work some deep 
space DX. He plans to build an iso- 
tropic radiator and a California kilo- 
watt. 


Knowing that a spherical capacitor 
can be obtained from the space be- 
tween an inner sphere and an enclos- 
ing outer sphere. If the outer sphere 
gets as large as the universe, where 
the DX is, he asserts that the inner 
sphere capacitance with respect to 
the universe is his isotropic radiator. 
Its capacitance (in pf) is 33.17 x inner 
sphere radius (in ft). He decides that 
the inner sphere radius should be 
about 20 wavelengths. 


(1) At what frequency (wavelength) 
should he transmit? 


What is the radius of his sphere 
in feet? 


What is the capacitance of the 
sphere with respect to the uni- 
verse? 
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Now, all he has to do is couple his CA-KW to 
his "isotropic" radiator and listen. See a fu- 
ture installment to see how he does.

Congratulations to the hundred or so who toured the amazing Voice of America 
transmitting facility near Delano, CA., enroute to the Visalia DX Convention on 
Friday, April 20. Those courageous enough to brave the intimidating chain-link 
and barbed wire entrance to find the “CALL#” button got to see quite a set-up! 


e 800 acres of killer antennas covering 6 to 25 MHz - most electronically steer- 
able in azimuth AND elevation (take-off) angle - not one of them less than 20 
dBi gain! Makes you want to sneak in and hook up for a contest weekend! 


Half a dozen transmitters that don't even groan or dim the house lights when 
you hit the “HV ON” button, as the average FWD POWER meter comes up 
smoothly to a quarter of a million watts! Yes, OUTPUT! Yes, from EACH 
transmitter! 


And how about that “HV”? 15KV at ~21A equals about a third of a million 
watts DC input power! Nice efficiency, due to class D or E or some exotic 
pulsed mode! Even the filament power is scary: 18V at 300A = 5.4 KW, with 
an automated 15-minute warm-up and cool-down period! 


All that horsepower from a SINGLE final tube! It’s originally a 4CX35,000 - 
commonly used as an air-cooled final for FM broadcast - with the finned plate 
radiator replaced with a vapor-phase boiler! You guessed it: distilled water at 
212F boils into steam at 212F and carries away the calories of heat, while all 
the hardware stays at a constant 212F temperature. The new look of cool 
They call this tube the 4CV200, the 200 standing for its plate dissipation rat- 
ing in kilowatts! 


And you thought you understood high-level amplitude modulation? It’s now 
done via the solid-state regulators in the HV power supply! That 15KV B+ is 
generated by 28 separate 700-volt secondary windings of the HV trans- 
former, each one rectified, filtered, and solid-state voltage-regulated to deliver 
about 21 amps. The audio modulation is applied as an input to each of those 
28 voltage regulators! Then all 28 are stacked in series and applied to the 
final PA to produce the zero-to-30KV DC peaks required for plus-and-minus 
100% amplitude modulation. Another feature of this scheme - called 
“Controlled Carrier” - senses when the audio modulation stops, and drops the 
B+ to reduce the final stage output power by 6 dB (to just 50KW) to save on 
tube and transmitter wear and improve life! Shades of the Heath DX-35 on 
AM. 


I'll bet you thought they broadcast to the Pacific and Asia? True in 1942 when 
they built the facility during WWII for exactly that purpose. But now their pri- 
mary target is Cuba: turns out the skip distance is perfect from Delano! Other 
secondary targets are Central and South America, Africa, and coverage of 
the US West Coast for the BBC! 


If you missed this event and you’re anywhere near Delano in the future, the good 
folk there would likely give you a private tour if you stopped by and asked. Many 
thanks to the site manager, supervisor Curt Steele, and the team of operators, for 
their gracious hospitality!
